EXIT THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

Tue good ship “American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation” which has weathered many a storm 
has at last been wrecked upon the rock of 
anti-trust legislation and judicial decision and 
finally abandoned by those who stuck to the 
ship till the last. To drop metaphor, it has 
been finally and formally decided to bring 
to an end the American Publishers’ Associa- 
tion after the good work of many years, be- 
cause of the legal obstacles in the way of 
associate effort and of the clouds of mis- 
understanding which in these days obscure 
any efforts to bring about through such asso- 
ciate effort better conditions of trade. It 
has therefore been resolved by those pub- 
lishers who have continued their membership 
in the American Publishers’ Association, done 
their part to settle their associated obliga- 
tions under the Macy decision, and stood by 
to the last, to wind up the Association with 
19'4, not without hope that the good work 
which has been accomplished by the Asso- 
ciation may have continuing and permanent 
result. 

We give elsewhere a sketch of the history 
of the American Publishers’ Association since 
its organization in 1900; and we take the 
opportunity to repeat, after the event, what 
we have often before said, that the Asso- 
ciation has never been really a trust or an 
endeavor to stifle competition. The courts 
have, however, decided that any associate 
effort to maintain prices, first in respect to 
non-copyright, and finally in respect to copy- 
righted books, brings the effort within the 
bound of the Sherman Anti-trust Law, and

from the Supreme Court of the United States 
there is no further appeal, even when that 
supreme jury is more divided than in the 
series of cases here decided. 

There remain two fundamental facts, first, 
that there has never been any endeavor 
through the American Publishers’ Associa- 
tion or otherwise to dictate the price at 
which books should be published; and, sec- 
ondiy, no possible organization could prevent 
the entrance into the field of publishing of 
new firms and new competitors. This is 
shown especially in the educational field, 
where the American Book Company, formed 
by the purchase of the business of almost all 
the leading educational publishers of the day, 
has met with a growing competition from an 
increasing number of school book publishers. 
What the American Publishers’ Association 
endeavored to do was to provide that the 
price fixed by the publisher, each for him- 
self, on a specified book, should be honor- 
ably maintained throughout the trade, and to 
make it impossible to sell books below or so 
close to cost as to produce undue competi- 
tion in the retail field and drive other deal- 
out of The latter what 
the American Tobacco Trust did; but it is 
just this that the American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation never did, never attempted to do, 
and never desired to do.

many cases actually below specie cust and in- 
viting the public to consider that the relative 
prices on such books were evidence that the

that a department store must go into bank- 
ruptcy, as so many have done within the past 
year or so, unless it gets approximately 25 per 
cent. average profit on its entire sales. It 
cannot, any more than other

woman that she could make money by selling 
apples which cost three cents at two cents 
apiece because she sold so many! But the 
courts have decided that such effort as that of 
the American Publishers’ Association to main- 
tain fair and straight prices is banned by the 
law—and there is nothing more to be said. 

The American Publishers’ Association, 
the historical sketch indicates, has done much 
very good work, and in large measure has 





as 
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rescued the trade from the demoralization of 
prices which, when it was organized, was 
gradually reducing the field of retail book- 
selling. We shall hope that retail bookselling 
will not again fall, under the temptation of 
rival undercutting, into the abyss from which 
it was then rescued. Let common-sense prevail 
here as in other business, and let no one cut 
off his nose because his opposite or next-door 
neighbor is setting an example. Efficiency 
and persistence under difficulties must tell in 
the long run and the actual service rendered the 
community by the wideawake bookseller, who 
insists on getting a fair profit for his goods, 
must be recognized. 

The demise of the Association leaves this 
important trade without any form of associa- 
tion, with the single exception of the Amer- 
ican Publishers’ Copyright League. This state 
of things is much to be regretted, but it was 
finally, perhaps wisely, thought, after the defeat 
of the American Publishers’ Association in the 
long legal battle, that it was better to disband 
altogether. The Copyright League, since its 
original organization in 1851 and reorganiza- 
tion in 1887, has done even longer service in 
the interest of publishers, and although it can- 
not wisely take up such trade questions as in- 
volved the other association in difficulties, it 
may to some extent enlarge its field and be a 
useful means of bringing and keeping the trade 
together, especially in international relations. 
Let us therefore express the hope that those 
publishers who have not joined the Copyright 
League may now become members, and 
through its efficient secretary, George Haven 
Putnam, whose recently published report 
shows the value of the services of the League, 
may still continue in touch with those in kin- 
dred work here and across sea.

THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ ASSO- 
CIATION—1900-1914. 


THE history of the American Publishers’ 
Association is practically a history of the Macy 
book trade litigation, that long fight for the 
maintenance of net prices to which the book- 
seller and publisher may look back as the 
colonists did to the battle of Bunker Hill, a 
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defeat, it is true, but a defeat which brought 
with it so much cause for self-congratulation 
in the sense of solidarity, that 1t may almost 
be regarded as a victory. 

For the twenty-five years following the 
early demise of the American Book Trade 
Association, an organization composed of both 
publishers and booksellers, which faded away 
not long after its third convention in Phila- 
delphia in 1876, the booktrade had been prac- 
tically disorganized and sorely beset by the 
price-cutter. It was with the idea of remedy- 
ing some of these evils that, in July, 1900, 
twenty-seven representative publishers met in 
New York at the invitation of Messrs. D. 
Appleton & Co., the Century Co., Dodd, Mean 
& Co., Harper & Bros., Houghton Mifflin & 
Co., the Macmillan Co., G. P. Putnam Sons 
and Charles Scribner’s Sons. 

At this meeting the formation of an Amer- 
ican Publishers’ Association was considered, 
it being judged that such an organization 
would render a distinct service not merely 
to the publishers themselves, but to authors, 
booksellers, book purchasers, and, indeed, to 
everyone brought into contact, directly or in- 
directly, with the publishing business, and that 
lack of such co-operation had resulted in the 
growth of minor abuses distinctly unfair to 
both producer and consumer. 

The report of the Temporary Committee 
having been unanimously adopted, the follow- 
ing firms filed their names with the secretary:

Putnam’s Sons, James Pott & Co., Fleming H. 
Revell & Co., R. H. Russell, Charles Scribner's 
Sons, Silver, Burdett & Co., Small, Maynard 
& Co., Frederick A. Stokes Co. The follow- 
ing officers were elected: President, Charles 
Scribner; vice-presidents, A. C. McClurg and 
George Mifflin; secretary, George P. Brett; 
treasurer, G. B. M. Harvey. A committee was 
appointed to draft articles of association for 
submission to members at an early date. On 
the first of October a circular letter was sent 
to the retail trade in an endeavor to learn its 
opinion on the questions confronting the 
association. The views of the booksellers 
were asked on the question of prices and dis- 
counts, and they were questioned as to their 
willingness to form a Booksellers’ Association, 
which would undertake to inform the Amer- 
ican Publishers’ Association of cases of price- 
cutting. 

By December the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation was able to announce that it had 
secured the promise of co-operation from 
practically all the leading publishers in the 
country. 

February 16, 1001, saw the association’s 
plans of reform adopted. In accordance with 
this plan, the members agreed to publish all 
new copyright books at net prices, except 
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school books, subscription books, books not 
sold through the trade, new editions and such 
works of fiction (not juveniles) as the indi- 
vidual publisher might desire. 

The publishers, moreover, agreed to sell to 
those booksellers only who would maintain the 
retail price of such net copyrighted books for 
one year, and who would not resell to known 
price-cutting concerns. The association sug- 
gested a discount on net copyrighted books of 
twenty-five per cent. to dealers as a general 


discount leaving the question of dis- 
count, however, entirely to the individual 
publisher. 


As an auxiliary society, the American Book- 
sellers’ Association was organized in March 
of the same year, with Henry T. Coates as 
president. 

The new rules of the American Publishers’ 
Association went into effect on May I, I9got. 
To the list of members previously mentioned, 
the following names were added in May, 1001: 
the Robert Clarke Co., the American News 
Co., Henry Holt & Co., George W. Jacobs & 
Co., Lothrop Publishing Co., A. J. Drexel 
Biddle and Cassell & Co. 

On July 15 the association reviewed the 
work accomplished during the past two 
months, and stated that it had been able to 
effect a restoration of net prices in all but 
three cases of price-cutting brought to its 
notice. The outlook for the success of the 
plan was said to be encouraging, and the net- 
price agreement generally maintained. 

By August the tracking down of the source 
of supply of the most notorious price-cutters 
engaged the attention of the bookselling 
world. 

A circular letter was sent out November I, 
describing some of the methods of obtaining 
books in vogue among the price cutters and 
asking the co-operation of the trade in the 
enforcement of trade regulations. Another 
publisher, The American Baptist Publication 
Society, joined the ranks at about this time, 
while the proprietors of Abraham & Straus, 
who had thus far opposed the net rule aban- 
doned their position. In January and May, 
1902, certain amendments relative to fiction 
were adopted. 

The membership of the Association grew 
steadily, including in September, 1902, the fol- 
lowing names: the Jamieson-Higgins Co., Clin- 
ton S. Zimmerman, the Baker & Taylor Co., 
John Wiley & Sons, D. Van Nostrand Co., 
Thomas Whittaker, W. A. Wilde Co., and 
Herbert B. Turner & Co. 

Many new names were added by October, 
the new members being Henry Altemus Co., 
A. C. Armstrong & Son, Arnold & Co., A. S. 
3arnes Co., Albert Brandt, Brentano’s, John 
S. Brooks & Co., C. M. Clark Publishing Co., 
G. W. Dillingham Co., E. P. Dutton & Co., 
Dana Estes, Charles E. Goodspeed, A. J. 


Holman & Co. Home Publishing Co., 
National Publishing Co., New Amsterdam 
Book Co., Outlook Co., Oxford Univer- 
sity Press, L. C. United Brethren Pub- 


lishing House, Vir Publishing Co., Frederick 
Warne & Co., A. Wessels Co., and E. & 
J. B. Young & Co. The membership now 
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embraced practically every publisher of 
lmportance, 

In December, 1902, R. H. Macy & Co. 


brought suit to restrain the American Publish- 
er’s Association and the American Booksellers’ 
Association from enforcing the rules against 
underselling and sued for perpetual injunction 
against the defendants’ black-listing them. Fur- 
ther amendments against price cutting were 
adopted by the Association in 1903. By Janu- 
ary, 1904, the membership had grown to 72. 
At a meeting held in January of that year the 
questions of the placing of fiction on the net 
list and of juveniles on the same _ basis 
as that on which fiction now sold were 
considered. Mr. Charles Scribner declining 
re-election, Mr. Frank H. Scott was elected 
president, Mr. Charles Scribner vice-president, 
Mr. Frank H. Dodd, second vice-president, 
Col. Daniel Appleton, treasurer, Mr. Frederick 
A. Stokes, secretary. An amended plan was 
adopted on March 11, 1904. This excluded 
juveniles from the net system, bound the mem- 
bers not to sell their copyrighted books to any- 
one who offered protected books in combina- 
tion with a periodical at cut prices, named a 
maximum discount, cut off book clubs from 
discount on net books, authorized managers to 
report price cutters to the Association and 
trade, and enjoined members to immediately 
report price cutters. 

The Association in 1907 adopted a new plan 
for the net price system to obviate arraign- 
ment as a conspiracy or combination in re- 
straint of trade by placing their plan of 
reform merely in the form of a recommenda- 
tion, leaving its execution to the honor of in- 
dividual members. In view of the probable 
resignation of. certain firms who were affected 
by the text book situation in certain states, a 
meeting was called in July, 1908, to consider 
the continuance and future administration of 
the Association at which it was agreed to con- 
tinue the policy of the Association as hereto- 


is 


fore. 
Frank N. Doubleday was elected treasurer 
in October, 1908 and Frederick A. Stokes, 


secretary. In February, 1912, Frederick A. 
Stokes was elected president, Frank H. Dodd, 
vice-president, Frank N. Doubleday, secretary, 
and Nelson Taylor treasurer. 

In 1912 the Association entered upon a little 
difierent line of activity, hitherto neglected, 
several lunches being held at which various 
members read papers. 

The following were elected to office at the 
meeting held in March, 1913. F. A. Stokes, 
president; Frank H. Dodd, first vice-president ; 
Warren F. Gregory, second vice-president; 
George H. Doran, treasurer; Herbert S. Baker, 
secretary; F. C. J. Tessaro, manager. 

When the question of admitting books to 


the parcel post came up in 1913, the Associa- 
tion entered energetic protests against the 


unqualified inclusion of books. 

After various fortunes the Macy litigation 
was finally settled in favor of the complainants 
and in 1914 the American Publishers Associa- 
tion paid the agreed damages. The question 
of disbanding was considered as soon as this 
was out of the way. 
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GOVERNOR OF MASSACHUSETTS 
OPENS BOOK SHOW. 


30sToN was formally introduced, last Mon- 
day, to “The Better Books of the Year” when 
the Publishers’ Co-operative Bureau officially 
opened to the public its elaborate exhibit on 
the fourth floor of the Paine Furniture Com- 
pany’s Building. A distinguished company ot 
Boston’s booklovers gathered for the opening 
exercises, attracted not alone by the exhibit, 
but also by the list of men who were expected 
to speak. Among these were Governor Walsh, 
who opened the exhibition; Richard B. G. 
Gardner, manager of the Publishers’ Bureau; 
John Kendrick Bangs, Rev. Edward A. Hor- 
ton, chaplain of the Massachusetts Senate; 
Nathan Haskell Dole, representing the Boston 
Author’s Club; and A. L. Winship, for the 
Boston City Club. 

W. B. Clarke presided over the meeting and 
made brief addresses of introduction and wel- 
come, 

Bostonians who attended the formal open- 
ing found the exhibit admirably arranged to 
achieve the bureau’s purpose in offering it. 
The publishers have not been content with 
making their show attractive to the usual de- 
votees of books, but have hoped more espe- 
cially to create a new interest in books among 
persons who have previously been indifferent 
to them. For this purpose they have reduced 
to a minimum the number of books shown, 
by exhibiting only the pick of the season’s 
publications 

Thus visitors move among the various de- 
partments of the exhibit with no sense of 
bewilderment and without fatigue. There is 
none of that haif-conscious discouragement 
that the mere sight of a library's countless 
tomes so often causes. Publishers who might 
have sent 150 or more books from their fall 
lists have cut their selections to thirty or 
forty, making sure that these should be of 
interest and appeal. 

Fine rugs, beautiful furniture, attractive 
arrangement give the whole exhibit back- 
ground and atmosphere. The visitor could 
feel, in a fashion, says the Evening Transcript, 
that he was enjoying some new books just 
brought home by a friend whose taste he ad 
mired. To choose another figure, it is as 
though the offerings of an artistic catalogue 
of the season’s books, suddenly came to life, 
or to actual being, while one’s fingers were 
turning its pages. 

Author’s original manuscripts, paintings and 
drawings that have been used to illustrate the 
season’s books, and documents of interest to 
all bibliophiles, cover the walls of the exhibi- 
tion hall. At the right of the entrance is the 
whole series of Lester G. Hornby’s original 
drawings of “Picturesque Boston.” At the 
left is “the Children’s Corner,” pleasantly fur- 
nished in the manner of a nursery, where are 
gathered about a hundred of the novel, pret- 
tily decorated volumes which will make Christ- 
mas happy for young readers. Harrison 
Cady’s drawings for Thornton Burgess’ “Bed- 
time Stories,” color-drawings by Jessie Wil- 
cox Smith, and some of George Kerr’s fan- 
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tastic designs are among the exhibits in the 
Children’s Corner. 

The veriest old fogy among business men 
could not fail to be interested in the “Model 
Library for Business Men.” It includes all 
the latest works on finance and scientific man- 
agement, not to mention enough prophetic 
forecasts of American business to make the 
fortunes of a dozen speculators. 

The Old Corner Book Store and the Lauriat 
Company have both sent exhibits that reflect 
credit on the “selling end” of the booktrade 
as it is carried on in Boston. 

The finest bindings from London and Amer 
ican craftsmen are shown in their exhibits. 
These companies have not restricted their se- 
lections to the books of the publishers who are 
members of the bureau, but bring all the vol- 
umes which they regard as worthy of special 
exhibit to the attention of visitors. 

Houghton Mifflin Co. have, in addition t 
their book tables, an interesting exhibit of th: 
book in all its stages, from manuscript throug] 
proof sheets to final completion, and also a 
skilled binder at work to show visitors the 
process of decorating fine hand-tooled vol 
umes. 

A special collection of books on the war, in- 
cluding the newest war volumes, hot from th« 
press, drew the attention of the crowd. A 
gem of the manuscript collection is the titl 
page and first two sheets of the manuscrip' 
for ‘“Vandover and the Brute,” just as the 
were found in an old chest in San Francisc: 
among the effects of their author, Frank Nor 
ris, many years after his death. For this 
novel, Norris is shown to have used foolscap 
paper, which he has carefully ruled, leaving 
a wide margin at the left for numerous cor- 
rections and second-thoughts, covering the 
whole with a labored hand, and printing his 
titles and legends in careful but ugly capital 
letters. 

Another gem of the manuscripts is a whole 
sheet which O. Henry has covered with pos- 
sible titles for the book that he finally called 
“Sixes and Sevens.” About forty titles ther: 
are, ranging in idea and in kind from th 
North to the South Poles. They run like this: 
“The World and Its Door,” “Girl,” “Mean 
Elevation.” “Caliph and Cad,” “A Money Mint 
of Men,” “Chapparal Christmas,” “Pride of 
Cities.” “Sacrifice Hits,” “Run o’ the Mine,” 
“A Medley of Moods.” “Joseph’s Cozt,” “Pep- 
per and Salt,” “O Henriettes,” and enough 
more to make the most fertile newspaper head 
writer mad with envy. 

Every day during the month of November. 
from 9 a. m. to 10 p. m., the exhibit will be 
wide open for the free inspection of all wh« 
care to come. The Paine Furniture Company 
will be co-hosts with the Publishers’ Co-opera- 
tive Bureau. 

The programme for the balance of the week 
follows: 

Thursday—Authors’ Day. Guests included: 
Judge Henry B. Shute, author of “The Real

CONVICT TWO MORE IN BOOK FRAUD 
CASE. 

AFTER being out onlv one hour, on Novem- 
ber 2, the jury which for two weeks had been 
trying the rare-book fraud case in the Federal 
District Court, before Judge Foster, returned 
a verdict of guilty against James J. Farmer, 
president of the Anglo-American Authors’ 
Association, of 225 Fifth Avenue, and Col. 
William J Hartley, one of his chief agents. 
On the other hand, it acquitted Thomas P. 
Dunn, who also stood trial with them. The 
two men convicted were admitted to $10,000 
bail until Friday morning, to permit them to 
make argument on a motion for a new trial. 
Fraudulent use of the mails is the charge on 
which the verdict was rendered. They re- 
ceived a two year sentence. 

This ends the trial by which the government 
has hoped to break up country-wide frauds in 
the sale of so-called rare books which, it is 
asserted, has taken from the public in the last 
few years millions of dollars. Of the other 
men indicted with Farmer and Hartley, Glen 
Farmer, son of J. J. Farmer, is now serving a 
sentence for a similar offense in a Massachu- 
setts penitentiary ; W. H. Scott is said to be in 
a lunatic asylum; Romeo Nathan has pleaded 
guilty; Samuel Warfield, acquitted in the Fed- 
eral courts, has been arrested on a grand 
larceny charge by the State authorities, and 
George Fisher has been permitted to go free. 

One more witness was called Monday by 
the defense to show that the prices charged 
by the defendants were not exorbitant. Albert 
M. Adam, a Chicago bookbinder, valued their 
edition of Shakespeare at $100 a volume and 
the Queen Victoria series at $250 a volume. 

Then Isaac Weill, counsel for Dunn, ad- 
dressed the jury, urging that three letters on 
which the government relied to connect him 
with the alleged conspiracy were ordinary 
business communications and proved nothing. 

James R. Ely tried next to explain the “Col. 
Bill” letters which were put in by the govern- 
ment. He scoffed at the emphasis put upon 
the phraseology in familiar letters, and de- 
scribed the government’s book experts as pes- 
simists of the worst sort. Moreover, he at- 
tacked the theory of conspiracy, saying that 
there was no combination, but every man was 
out for himself competing with his neighbors 
for business. 

Both Mr. Roosa and Assistant District At- 
torney Wood attacked the defendants and 
their tactics severely for their misrepresenta- 
tions, and Mr. Roosa denounced Miss We- 
niesse, secretary for Farmer, whose forgetful- 
ness had been a stumbling block to the gov- 
ernment. 
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The jury was not able to come to a decision 
with regard to Dunn—an elderly, white-haired 
man, who had fainted in the course of the 
proceedings—until it had sent for the letters 
which had been used as evidence against him. 
When the verdict of acquittal was announced, 
Col. Hartley was the first to 
Dunn.

A BOOK TRADE “CAUSE 


THE IVES “COLUMBUS 

THe death of Gen. Brayton Ives, reported 
last week in the PuspLisHers’ WEEKLY, recalls 
to older members of the trade the law suit 
over the notorious “Columbus letter,” in 
which Gen. Ives figured as plaintiff. The 
case deserves to rank as a _ book trade 
cause célébre, equally on account of the trade 
prominence of the parties involved, its in- 
trinsic interest, the unique points of law and 
bibliology raised and its many years’ dura- 
tion. The younger members of the trade, 
familiar with it only as a trade tradition, may 
find of interest the following summary of 
the case: 

General Ives was, it will be remembered, 
an enthusiastic rare book collector, his library 
including at one time the Gutenberg Bible 
and many other rare books. The story of 
his acquisition of the bogus Columbus letter, 
really copied from an original discovered in 
1852 and now kept under lock and key in the 
Ambrosian Library at Milan, and the subse- 
quent law suit runs thus: 

In the spring of 1889 a London bookseller. 
Ellis by name, advertised a newly-discovered 
“editio princeps” of the letter in Spanish of 
Christopher Columbus, written on his return 
from his first voyage and addressed to Luis 
de Sant Angel, 1493—a veritable “prototype,” 
he claimed, of the copy at Milan. Unable to 
obtain in England the £2000 which he de- 
manded for this rara avis, he came to Amer- 
ica, and at length sold it to Mr. Brayton Ives, 
of New York, for $4374, or £900. It is but 
fair to Mr. Ives to say that he was suspicious 
of several crude features of the booklet, but 
Ellis assured him that these were really 
proofs of its authenticity. And, in fairness to 
Mr. Ellis, it should be said that he undoubt- 
edly believed in the genuineness of the book,

and sold it in good faith. 

Five years later Mr. Ives sold this book 
to Dodd, Mead & Co. at public sale for 
$4,300 with a guarantee; the second pur- 


chasers, however, on thought, felt

convinced that the work was spurious and 
demanded their money, which they received 
Whereupon Mr. Ives after consulting with 


specialists concluded that he had made a mis 
take in the first transaction and sued Ellis 
to recover the difference between $4374 and 
$2.55, which latter amount experts declared 
to be the maximum value of the book. The 
case was tried before Justice Leventritt, in 
February-March, 1899, where disinterested 
students of book-lore and expert typographers 
as witnesses showed beyond question that 
uld never have been printed from 
novable type. Apparently the jury were con- 


: 
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the book c 
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vinced, but, to the astonishment of every one, 
they brought in a verdict for the defendant, 
giving later the absurd reason that “they be- 
lieved their verdict in favor of the booklet 
would establish its genuineness and there- 
fore give Mr. Ives an opportunity of selling 
it at a high price.” Mr, Ives did not appre- 
ciate the charitable logic of this decision, and 
took the case to the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court of New York, and finally 
to the Court of Appeals, which, on December 
18, 1901, reversed the decision of the lower 
courts. 

Finally, in the spring of 1902, after nearly 
seven years of litigation, during which time 
the defendant had died and his partner had 
withdrawn from the firm, Brayton Ives of- 
fered to abandon the suit if the Ellis heirs 
would share a portion of the expense already 
incurred, and the case disappeared from the 
courts. 

The method by which the bogus letter was 
produced is of some interest. According to 
an article which appeared at the time in the 
Centralblatt fiir Bibliothekswesen, the forger, 
unable to see and photograph the original 
letter, had procured a copy of the Marquis 
d’Adda’s well-known facsimile of the Colum- 
bus letter. This copy was made by the litho- 
graphic method for d’Adda by a Milanese 
calligrapher, in 1866, and I50 copies were 
sold, which are by no means rare. By the 
aid of tracing-cloth the forger obtained a 
tracing of this facsimile, transferred it to 
stone, unified the letters according to some 
Gothic text similar in type to the Colum- 
bus letter, introduced some voluntary “mis- 
prints” and “glosses” and drew his proofs. 
His paper consisted probably of blank sheets 
from some ancient document. The relief 
effect of an impression from movable type 
was obtained by laying tracing-cloth over 
the proof and following the contour of each 
letter with a stylus. This accomplished, 
the booklet was ready to be “discovered” as 
an “editio princeps.” 

Questions of water mark in the paper, 
typography, duplication of typographical 
errors and other points all joined in discredit- 
ing the Ellis-Ives letter, while Mr. Harrisse 
in the article referred to above quotes trust- 
worthy Italian authority to the effect that the 
chief participant in the forgery confessed his 
share therein before his death. 

So passed into history another remarkable 
instance of miscredited talent, misplaced con- 
fidence and misspent wealth. 





H. W. WILSON CO. TAKES OVER TWO 
PUBLICATIONS. 

Two publications have just been taken over 
by the H. W. Wilson Co. of White Plains, N 
Y., the Index to Legal Periodicals and Law 
Library Journal, a quarterly published for the 
American Association of Law Libraries, and a 
weekly entitled Public Affairs Information 
Service, Bulletin No. 1 of which appeared on 
October 15th. The latter is called a “co-opera- 
tive clearing house of public affairs informa- 
tion published for co-operating institutions’ 
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It is the outcome of a co-operative information 
service organized in September, 1913, by John 
A. Lapp, librarian of the Legislative Refer- 
ence Library of the State of Indiana. Nearly 
forty of the fegislative and municipal refer- 
ence libraries of the country joined in this 
Service, contributing information for thei 
locality and subscribing $25 for the first year 
for the support of the service. Information 
was sent out from headquarters at the State 
House in Indianapolis weekly on mimeo- 
graphed sheets. This Information Service was 
found to be very useful, but lacking in one 
respect; that is, it was not cumulated. 

The H. W. Wilson Co., in taking over this 
Public Affairs Information Service, has 
undertaken to send the information to the sub 
scribers in the form of weekly bulletins, 
which are to be cumulated bi-monthly and 
annually. In addition to supplying as com- 
plete information as possible relating to legis- 
lation and public affairs, the Service will also 
secure the sending of material to co-operat- 
ing institutions, thus relieving the separate li 
braries of the necessity for individual cor- 
respondence. When necessary, material will 
be loaned from headquarters to the subscrib- 
ing libraries, and bibliographies and other ma- 
terial will be copied at actual cost of labor. 

In consideration of the improved service, 
the co-operating libraries are subscribing $100 
a year. During the first two years, while the 
Service is necessarily in an experimental 
stage, the H. W. Wilson Company has agreed 
that all subscriptions received will be devoted 
exclusively to the printing, compiling, and 
vther direct expenses of the Service.

We have just had a volume concluding Sir 
George Trevelyan’s “American Revolution,” 
and the third volume of “The Life of Ben- 
jamin Disraeli” will be ready before Christ- 
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mas. Naturally Lord Charles Beresford’s 
breezy memoirs are being widely read, and 
no doubt it will be possible to say that of 
“The Life of Sir John Lubbock” when it 


comes along. 
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There have been readers for a very pleasant 
book called “Coasting Bohemia,” of which the 
author is Mr. Comyns Carr, and there will be 
readers for Count Ilya Tolstoy’s reminis- 
cences of his father. “My Adventures in the 
Commune,” by Mr. Ernest Vizetelly, is a 
book which has a certain war interest. There 
is no war interest, but certainly an intense 
human interest in Mr. Stephen Graham’s 
“With Poor Immigrants to America,” a 
volume which has sent his name up another 
peg as a shrewd social student and observer. 

In the way of poetry we are having a 
volume by Thomas Hardy, as we have just 
had a new play from Rabindranath Tagore, 
whose father’s autobiography, by the way, is 
also recently published. Maeterlinck, who 
has thrown himself into the great fight for 
the freedom of his country, that is to say 
Belgium, gives us a volume of high literary 
flavor called “The Unknown Guest,” and we 
have “Notes on Novelists,” from Mr. Henry 
James, also another volume, “The Syrup of 
the Bees,” by that wonderful renderer of 
Eastern color, Mr. F. W. Bain. 

Possibly these notes on the English autumn 
book season are a little scattered, but that is 
exactly where they resemble the season it- 
self. It is struggling through as best it may 
on a pre-war basis, for all the books had been 
arranged for before people thought of Arma- 
geddon. It must come into any future literary 
plans, for it is going to make a great change 
in the reading of the English people. Neces- 
sarily it will also stand for a completely new 
point of view in what is written, and authors 
are already taking thought with themselves in 
this sense. JAMES MILNE.

Toronto, October 23.—To stimulate the 
bookselling business of Canada during the 


next two months and to offset the depressing 
effects of the War, Canadian publishers have 
devised a modest little advertising scheme, 
which it is hoped will have a helpful effect on 
the situation. Early in the season members 
of the Publishers’ Section of the Toronto 
Board of Trade, which embraces in its mem- 
bership practically all Canadian publishers, 
got together and discussed ways and means 
of supporting the booksellers in this trying 
time. The final proposal, which has now been 
adopted, was to issue a series of card-hangers 
for display in stores and show-windows. Six 
of these have been prepared and will shortly 
be sent out to every bookseller in the Domin- 
ion. A covering letter, couched in the follow- 
ing terms, will accompany the cards: 
Dear Sir: 
THIS IS THE BOOKSELLER’S YEAR. 
The War has made it so. 


Money will not be spent 


this year as in other years on costly gifts. Economy 
in gift-buying will govern gift-makers. 

To the perplexing question, “What shall I give this 
year?” the big answer is BOOKS.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Tue wife of H. F. Jenkins, of Little, Brown 
& Co., died on November 2, after a long ill- 
ness. The sympathy of the trade goes out to 
Mr. Jenkins in his loss. 

News has come of the death at the front of 
another associate of the booktrade—W olfgang 
Koehler, a young member of the firm of K. 
F. Koehler of Leipzig. 

Tom Gatton, English novelist and drama- 
tist, died in London on November 4. Born in 
London in 1866, he was educated privately, and 
his first work was that of a clerk in a city 
office. In 1895 he started writing short stories 
and hunting for stray guineas in Grub Street. 
Among his publications were: “Tatterley,” “A 
Prince of Mischance,’ “The Kingdom of 
Hate,” “A Rogue in Love.” “Rickerby’s Folly,” 
“Mystery of John Peppercorn,” “The Lady of 
the Cameo,” “Jarwickl, the Prodigal,” “Meg, 
the Lady,” “Jimmy Quixote,” “The Cruise of 
the Makebelieves,”’ and many others. Some of 
his plays were: “The Man who Stole the 
Castle,” “Memory’s Garden” (with Albert 
Chevalier), “The Devil’s World,” “The Great 
Gay Road,” and others. Mr. Gallon was a 
member of the Greenroom, Whitefriars and 
New Vagabonds clubs. 

Henry GANNETT, president of the National 
Geographic Society, chairman of the United 
States Geographic Board and geographer of 
the United States Geological Survey, died at 
his home in Washington, D.C., on Nuvember 
5. He was born in Bath, Me., August 24, 
1846, and was educated at Harvard Univer- 
sity. He was a member of the Hayden Survey 
of the Territories, and assisted in planning the 
work of the United States Geological Survey 
when that bureau was created. He became 
chief geographer in 1882. His literary and 
statistical works included a manual of topo- 
graphical surveying, the statistical atlases of 
1880, 1890 and 1900, a commercial geography, 
a dictionary of altitudes and Stanford Com- 
pendium of Geography. He compiled a num- 
ber of gazetters and was the author of the 
contour map of the United States, of “Mag- 
netic Declinations in the United States,” and 
of “Forest Conditions in the United States.” 
Mr. Gannett was also a contributer to many 
of the standard encyclopedias. . 

EDWARD P. JUDD. 

Epwarp P. Jupp, president and treasurer of 

The Edward P. Judd Co. and dean of the 
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booksellers of New England, died on October 
30, while on a visit at the home of his daughter 
in Evanston, Ill. He had been in feeble health 
for some time. Born seventy-eight years ago 
in Port Erie, Pa., Mr. Judd later removed to 
New Haven, where, in 1859, as a member of 
the E. P. & R. J. Judd, Jr., firm, he first 
started in the book business. At that time the 
Judd store was at 146 Chapel Street instead 
of its present location at 827 Chzpel Street. 
In 1861 the partnership was dissolved, R. J. 
Judd, Jr., retiring. Mr. E. P. Judd, the senior 
partner, then received James Monroe Clark 
into partnership, and this connection continued 
for three years, when Mr. Clark sold his in- 
terest to W. W. White, for many years con- 
nected with the firm of Durrie & Peck. Mr. 
White retired in 1877, and the business was 
then conducted for seventeen years by E. P. 
Judd alone. In 1894 the business was incorpo- 
rated under the name of “The Edward P. 
Judd Co.” Since the business was established 
it has been greatly extended and enlarged, and 
now includes a wholesale department of sta- 
tionery and post-cards imported direct, and a 
circulating library of several thousand vol- 
umes. 

Nothing illustrates the position which Mr. 
Judd occupied in the New England trade so 
well as a letter recently received from Andrew 
\V. Phillips, for manv vears an active pro- 
fessor at Yale. It reads in part: “For fifty 
years the Judd bookstore and Mr. Judd have 
been household, school and college words in 
New Haven. His ability, his enterprise and 
his knowledge have built up one of the most 
famous bookstores of New England, a place 
where scholars and professional men were at- 
tracted, for Mr. Judd was a fountain of in- 
formation in every line of book lore. He was 
always alert, genuine, genial, with a pungent 
wit, a hatred of shams, and an appreciation of 
all that was best in life.” 

Mr. Judd is survived by three daughters— 
Mrs. Albert B. Fifield, whose husband has 
for some time past been the acting manager 
of the business, and Mrs. Edward L. 
Durfee, both of New Haven, and Mrs. Allen 
A. Keane, of Evanston, Ill. It is announced 
that the business will go on as before without 
change.

Mrs. F. Marton Crawrorp, widow of the 
novelist, who died in 1909, was recently mar- 
ried in Rome to Francesco Tomassetti, son of 
the famous archeologist. 


WALTER THEOpORE Watts-DunrTon, the lit- 
erary critic, who died on June 7, left an estate 
of $114,670. The will gives directions for the 
administration of the copyrights of his own 
and Algernon Charles Swinburne’s writings, 
and directs that Swinburne’s manuscripts and 
books be sold at Sotheby’s.

Leoprotp B. Hitt is publishing in England a 
Flemish-English Phrase Book (Dagelyksche 
Hulp voor Belgen in Engeland), compiled by 
E. V. Bisschop, containing a selection of words 
and phrases for daily use, with pronunciation 
of all English words, and a short list of milli- 
tary terms in English-Flemish and Flemish- 
English. This is, so far as we know, the only 
book of its kind. 

Now THAT “THE SICK MAN OF Europe” has 
wobbled to his feet and joined in the war, 
Stanwood Cobb’s “The Real Turk,” published 
early in the fall by the Pilgrim Press is de- 
serving of especial note.

“The Bibelot” will be concluded, as the series 
of twenty volumes, originally planned, will 
then be complete. Mr. Thomas B. Mosher, 
the editor and publisher, has met with admir- 
able success in his purpose to offer to lovers 
of good literature a reprint of poetry and 
prose, chosen from scarce and generallv un- 
known editions and sources, which combines 
inexpensiveness with choice typography. 

SCRIBNER HAS JUST PUBLISHED “The Poems 
of Edgar Allen Poe” in an edition that should 
make an attractive gift for the literarily in- 
clined. The volume is edited by E. C. Sted- 
man and Professor G. E. Woodberry, and be- 
sides the text there is an essay on Poe’s poems 
and critical notes giving the various readings, 
etc. Scribner also published during the last 
week “The Trawler,” James B. Connolly’s 
short story of the sea which won the $2,500 
Collier short story contest. 


THERE IS A POSSIBILITY that Maurice Mae- 
terlinck, the Belgian author, may be elected 
to the French Academy by acclamation, to fill 
the seat of the late Jules Claretie The mem- 
bers of the Academy are considering such 
action as recognition of the close relations at 
the present time between France and Belgium.
